AN ACT

RELATED TO RESIDENTIAT RENTAI,

BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEII{BLY OF THE STATE OF IOÍVA:

Section 1. Section 384.84, subsection 3, paragraph c, Code

Supplement 2011, is amended to read as follows:
c. A city utility or enterprise service to a property or

premises shall not be discontinued unless prior written notice
is sent, by ordinary mailr to the account holder in whose name

the deLinquent rates or charges were incurred, informing the
account holder of the nature of the delinquency and affording
the account holder the opportunity for a hearing prior to
discontinuance of service. If the account holder is a tenant,
and if the owner or landlord of the property or premises has
made a written request for notice, the notice shall also be
given to the owner or landlord. If the account holder is a

tenant and requests a change of name for service under the
account, such request shalI be sent to the owner or landlord
of the property if the owner or landlord has made a written
request for notice of any change of name for service under the
account to the rental property.

Sec. 2. Section 384.84, subsection 4, paragraph d, Code

Supplement 2011, is amended to read as folLows:
d, Residential rental property where a charge for water

service is separately metered and paid directly to the city
utility or enterprise by the tenant is exempt frorn a lien for
delinquent rates or charges associated with such water service
if the landlord gives written notice to the city utility or
enterprise that the property is residential rental property
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and that the tenant is liabIe for the rates or charges. A

city utility or enterprise may require a deposit not exceeding
the usual cost of ninety days of water service to be paid
to the utility or enterprise. Upon receipt, the utility or
enterprise shal1 acknowledge the notice and deposit. A written
notice sha1l contain the name of the tenant responsible for
charges, address of the residential rental property that the
tenant is to occupy, and the date that the occupancy begins.
A change in tenant shall require a nevr written notice to be
given to the city utility or enterprise within thirty business
days of the change in tenant. When the tenant moves fron the
rental property, the city utility or enterprise shal1 return
the deposit if the water service charges are paid in fu1l. A

change in the ownership of the residential rental property
sha1l require written notice of such change to be given to the
city utility or enterprise within ter thirty business days of
the completion of the change of ownership. The lien exemption
for rental property does not apply to charges for repairs to a

water service if the repair charges become delinquent.
Sec. 3. Section 384.84, subsection 4, Code Supplement 20:-.L,

is amended by adding the following new paragraph:
NEW PARAGRAPII. ê, Residential rental property where a

charge for any of the services of sewer systems' storm water
drainage systems, sevrage treatment, solid waste collection' and

solid waste disposal is paid directly to the city utility or
enterprise by the tenant is exempt from a lien for delinguent
rates or charges associated with such services if the landlord
gives written notice to the city utility or enterprise that the
property is residential rental property and that the tenant is
liable for the rates or charges. A city utility or enterprise
may require a deposit not exceeding the usual cost of ninety
days of the services of sewer systems, storm water drainage
systems, sewage treatment, solid waste collection' and solid
waste disposal to be paid to the utility or enterprise. Upon

receipt, the utility or enterprise shaIl acknowledge the
notice and deposit. A written notice sha1I contain the name

of the tenant responsible for the charges, the address of the
residential rental property that the tenant is to occupy, and

the date that the occupancy begins. A change in tenant shal1
require a nevr written notice to be given to the city utility
or enterprise within thirty business days of the change in
tenant. fVhen the tenant moves from the rental propertyr the
city utility or enterprise shall return the deposit if the

charges for the services of sewer systemsr storm water drainage
systems, sewage treatment, solid waste collection, and solid
waste disposal are paid in fulI. A change in the ownership of
the residential rental property shall require written notice
of such change to be given to the city utility or enterprise
within thirty business days of the cornpletion of the change of
ownership. The Lien exemption for rental property does not
apply to charges for repairs related to a service of sewer
systemsr storm water drainage systems, seerage treatment, solid
waste collection, and solid waste disposal if the repair
charges become delinquent.
